UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
7—The United States will not 
use the veto to deprive five 
Communist candidates of mem- 
bership in the United Nations 
although there are serious 
doubts that they are qualified 
for admission, Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. told the 
special Political Committee to- 

day. 

Lodge’s statement followed 
a heated declaration by Tingfu 
F. Tsiang that Nationalist Chi- 
na firmly opposed the entry of 
the Communist-dominated coun- 
tries although it approved the 
other 13 nominees approved by 
the majority of speakers in the 
committee. Tsiang did not say, 
however, that Chiang  Kai- 
Shek’s government would us¢ 
its veto in the Becurity Council 
to exclude them. 

Jacob A. Malik of the Soviet 
Union defended the candidacies 
of the Russian-domtnated appli- 
cants. He maintained they were 
sovereign nations. He urged 
adoption of the 28-power reso- 
lution before the committee di- 
recting the Security Council to 
seek “the widest possible mem- 
bership” in considering appli- 
cations and asked for inclusion 
of his amendment specifying 
the 18 

Although the Russian spokes- 
man did not say directly that 
he would veto 13 non-Commu- 
nist nominees unless the entire 
package of 18 was accepted, 
he indicated the Soviet Union 


would not consider any other 
action. 
Warfts Against Abstentions. 


He warned against abstention 
in the voting, pointing out that 
enough abstentions could have 
the same effeci as a veto by 
denying a candidate the re- 
quired two-thirds General As- 
sembly majority or the neces- 
sary seven votes in the Security 
Council 

Lodge said the United States 
would abstain from voting on 
the resolution before the com- 
mittee because it had certain 
implications which might “in- 
volve us in a departure from 
our principles,” including the 
right to withheld support of na- 


tions this government did not 
think were qualified for mem- 
bership under Charter provi- 


sions. 

Candidates sponsored by the 
Soviet Union in American opin- 
ion were “not now independent, 
and their present subject status 
constitutes, or derives from, a 
violation of treaties and other 
international agreements,” 
Lodge said He added, how- 
ever, that “there were honest 
differences of opinion” on that 
score.

Russia had nullified by viola- 
tions 

The term “people's democra- 
cy,” he said, “was a dishonest 
name for Communism,” applied 
to the nations dominated by the 
Soviet Union. 

“The ‘People’s democracies’ 
are a fraud.

FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec 
7 ‘(AP)—A mysterious explosion 
destroyed a five-story apartment 
house in the center of Frank- 
furt at dawn today, killing 25 
of the 32 sleeping occupants. 

German police said they were 
investigating the possibility that 
the terrific blast was set off by 


a political maniac. Among the 


dead was the Slovak-born archi- 
tec-owner of the building 
Police said lesser possibilities 


were that a dud aerial bomb 
from the war exploded under 
the building, that gas seeped 
from a city main into the base- 
ment, or that a tenant had un- 
lawfully tried to tap the nearby 
gas main 

The apartment 
pleted two weeks 
coal-fed steam heating system 
Police first suggested gas from 
this system was the cause of the 
blast, but later minimized this. 

All tenants of the building 
were Germans 

Seven injured persons- 
men, tWo women and two chil- 
dren—were rescued from the 
wreckage. One, a 12-year-old 
boy, was carried out on a 
stretcher after being buried six 
hours. One of the seven in- 
jured died later in a hospital.

He handed in his resignation 
at a closed meeting of Labor 
members of Parliament which 
lasted less than half an hour 
His colleagues saluted him with 
“For He's a Jolly Good Fellow.’ 
Attlee was visibly moved. His 
lips quivered 

Age and ill health were re- 
sponsible for his retirement 
from the minority leadership in 
the House of Commons. The 
man who Served as Britain's 
Prime Minister from 1945 to 
1951 had found direction of the 
party’s opposition to the Con- 
servative government an in- 
creasing burden in_ recent 
months. Labor’s defeat in the 
general election last May speed- 
ed his decision 


Last summer he suffered a 
slight stroke. He recovered. 
but found himself more and 


more fatigued as he conducted 
‘the party's parliamentary bat- 
tles, often through -all-night sit- 
tings of the House. 

It was generally understood 
Attlee would accept an earldom 
and move up to the House of 
Lords. He may become leader 
of the party in that more lei- 
surely chamber

The man-made satellites to be 
projected into outer space by 
American scientists in 1957 will 
be bullet-shaped objects about 
5 to 7 feet long and a foot in 
diameter at the base, Willy 
Ley, German-born rocket pio- 
neer, speculated in a speech at 
Washington University today. 

Ley, who became an Ameri- 


can citizen in 1935 after leaving 


Hitler Germany,.visualized the 
10 satellites as similar to the 
instrument cones of the “Aero- 
bee” rocket already developed 
under United States auspices. 
When President Eisenhower 
announced the satellite project 
last July, scientists said the fly- 
ing objects would be “about the 
size of a basketball,” circling 


the earth at an altitude of be- 


tween 200 and 300 miles, at a 
speed of 18,000 miles an hour. 

Ley, who said he had no 
direct official connection with 
the project but is a recognized 
authority in the field, 
Graham Memorial Chapel he 
thought the basketball compari- 


son was unfortunate. He said 
the satellites probably would 
not be spherical. 

The satellites will be pro- 


jected at intervals of one month, 


Ley predicted, from the Aijir 
Force Proving Ground at Ba- 
nana River, Fla. He said the 


three-stage rockets that would 
have to be used needed a clear 
space of 1000 miles to the east, 
to provide a safe fall-out area 
for the two spent rockets. 

Ley said most of the satel- 
lites to be sent up would grad- 
ually losé speed and fall, by 
force of gravity, in about three 


weeks. They will burn up on 
coming in contact with the 
heavier atmosphere near the 
earth. 

One of the satellites, he pre- 
dicted, will have a _ booster 


charge that will straighten out 
its orbit and enable it to keep 
encircling the earth for a long 
period. The satellites will be 
equipped with instruments, but 
will net be manned.

Inciso Also Says He

Voice in Spending. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP) 
—Senators today were studying 
testimony that funds of a Chi- 
cago AFL United Auto Workers 
local were used by union offi- 
cers for costly , trips and 
loans to manufacturers — all 
without permission from rank- 
and-file members. 

The testimony came from An- 
gelo Inciso, president of local 
286, AFL-UAW, and from An- 
thony Doria, international finan- 
cial secretary of the union. 

After, hearing Inciso, Doria 
and Israel Freedman, business 
manager of a Philadelphia local 
of the Independent Fur and 
Leather Workers Union, the 
Senate labor subcommittee 
studying the handling of union 
welfare funds recessed its ses- 
sions until Jan. 10. 

Freedman said $40,000 of lo- 
cal 53’s welfare fund had been 
invested in New York camps 
which Senator Gordon Allott 
(Rep.), Colorado, said were run 
by the International Workers 
Order.: Allott said these camps, 
which were not named, had 
been “a breeding place for Com- 
munists.” Freedman said “if 
we had known that it (the 
camps) was tinged, we wouldn't 
have invested.” He called the 
investment “pure business.” 

Gave Rings for Favors. 

Inciso, a fast-t sine witness, 
told of giving $12 diamond 
rings, $360 money clips and 
similar expensive gifts to per- 
sons who he said had done “‘fa-

G’Mahoney Says Con- 
Egress Might Set Aside 


Penalties to End. 


Auto Bootlegging. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (AP) 
—Senator Joseph C, O'Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming, said today 
Congress might be willing to 
waive anti-trust laws if automo- 
bile manufacturers and fetail 
dealers can agree on a fair con- 
tract to stop bootlegging and 
solve other industry problems. 

O'Mahoney, presiding at a 
long Senate judiciary anti-trust 
and monopoly subcommittee 
hearing on General Motors, of- 
fered this proposal in an ex- 
change with G.M. President 
Harlow H,. Curtice. 

Curtice sharply disputed 
O'’Mahoney's contention — that 
manufacturers had forced deal- 
ers to take more cars than they 
could sell on a sound financial 

basis. O'Mahoney said this had 
led to car bootlegging, unsound 
credit and loss of profit by the 
retail dealers. 


Both agreed that automobile 
bootlegging involves quick sales | 


of new cars by franchise deal- 


ers. tg@used car or other dealers | 


at rate or wholesale prices. 
em Clause Discussed. 

S2E effort to halt bootleg- 
tik Courtice said G.M. execu- 
tivesin 1954 asked for approval 
by the Attorney General for a 
clause, in the G.M, dealer con- 


tract, making automobile boot- | 
legging cause for contract can- | 


cellation 

. Curtice said an assistant at- 
torney general and other Fed- 
eral anti-trust lawyers told G.M. 
such a clause might bring crimi- 
nal. prosecution for anti-trust 
violations. 

G.M. lawyers questioned this 
interpretation, Curtice con- 
tinued, but “were not willing 
to risk possible criminal pro- 
ceeding’ to test it 

Curtice said G.M. has offered 
to buy back at cost any excess 
new models held by dealers and 
this has been done in some 
cases 

Hie said GM. had also dropped 
in 1949, or earlier, a “territo- 
rial security’ clause in its deal- 
er contracts because these might 
be illegal under the Sherman 
anti-trust law 

This provision formerly al- 
lotted each retail dealer a cer- 
tain sales area and allowed him 
to collect from othér G.M. deal- 
ers who sold within his terri- 
tory 

Curtice said that the prob- 
lems of bootlegging, territorial 
security and ‘so-called price 
packing” are “in an area out- 
side of our control.” 

It was at this point that 
O'Mahoney pointed out that 
Congress has authority to en- 
act laws that waive anti-trust 
provisions if in the public in- 
terest 

“I have some ideas but 1 
don't want to talk now because 
I first want the co-operation of 
all parties O' Mahoeyv said 

Praises G.M. Frankness. 

Earlier O'Mahoney praised 
GM. for “the frank way in 
which they have met fssues as 
they were preesnted.” He also 
asked their officials for their 
ideas on solving problems of the 
auto industry 

Curtice told O'Mahoney that 
the G.M. dealer agreement does 
not require dealers “to take one 
ear 

O'Mahoney read Curtice GM 
cealier advertisements. from re- 
cent Washington newspapers 
that promised trade-in values 
of $700 to $1000 even if the 
old car had to he towed in 

One dealer listed “company 
executive cars’ at low prices 
Turning to Curtice. O'Mahoney 
asked when G.M. would stop 
‘elling “company cars in com- 
petition with vour dealers 

Curtice said this was not 
done, that relatively few G.M 
cars are sold at a discount to 
employes. He said in each case 
the executive or employe agreed 
the car would not be resold in 
less than a vear 

eH said G.M. had nothing to

MANILA, Dec. 7 (AP)—Gov- 
ernment investigators arrested 
five Filipino employes on Pan 
American Airways last night in 
connection with the disappear- 
ance of about 1,000,000 South 
Viet Nam piastres from a plane 
here Sept. 28

No Cause for Alarm 


To ‘the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

George H. Hall's report in the Dec. 
4 editorial section was a very wel- 
come treatment of the obstacles in 
the way of the training of an ade- 
quate number and quality of scien- 
tific and technical workers. 

There are two points, however, 
which Mr. Hall overlooked. The first 
is that the number of people receiv- 
ing higher education here compares 
favorably with that of Russia. 

It is the fraction of our people 

who go into technical work—less 
than 10 per cent—that compares un- 
favorably with the more than 30 
per cent who go into technical work 
in Russia. But it seems to me that 
this is completely understandable. 
. In the first place, our country has 
been built primarily by lawyers, 
Statesmen, entrepreneurs, the clergy 
and other non-technical people. It 
may not necessarily be a good thing 
for a larger fraction of our educated 
people to go into technical work 
since in the long run our strength 
lies in our cultural rather than in 
out material might. 

It may well be that an over-em- 
phasis of technical strength will turn 
out to be the “Asian moon that sucks 
back the vast tide of Muscovy” re- 
ferred to by Lord Castlereagh under 
similar circumstances a century ago. 
“The second point is that it is cer- 
tainly understandable why such a 
Jarge fraction of our educated peo- 
ple go into non-technical fields. Not 
only are the opportunities for posi- 
tive contributions to our culture 
greater in the non-technical fields 
but also the financial and social re- 
words are much greater. 

It is almost impossible for a tech- 
nical person to achieve any substan- 
tial wealth unless he leaves technical 
work and goes into promotion or 
business management 

On the contrary, in Russia it is 
quite likely that the fields of law, 
business management and business 
enterprise are quite unrewarding 
whereas it is well’ known that the 
government by edict has made the 
technical professions highly reward- 


ng. 

Until this situation changes, I fail 
to see how cries of alarm by gentle- 
men like Mr. Strauss will change the 
natugal interest of our people

AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss is on sound 
legal ground in refusing to tell a Senate inquiry 
what went on inside the executive branch when 
the Dixon-Yates project was being evolved. The 
question is whether his silence is well-advised. 

The facts Senators Kefauver of Tennessee and 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming are seeking to bring 
out, and others as well, are almost bound to 
become public knowledge when the Dixon-Yates 
syndicate sues the Government for damages. 

Would it not be better for all in the Adminis- 
tration who are involved to take the course of 
frankness now, rather than wait to have the truth 
dragged out of them in a court of law? 

Concealment has been a curse of the Dixon- 
Yates proceedings from the very beginning. 

What has been done cannot be undone, but 
what has yet to be done could be done better. 

Others besides Mr. Strauss are concerned to 
maintain the historic separation of the executive 
and legislative. 

* . . 

Among these undoubtedly should be num- 
bered Arthur Krock of The New York Times. 
Yet Mr. Krock, in an article reprinted on this 
page last week, welcomed the impending dam- 
age suit because it could, he said, be expected 
to answer such questions as: 

Who ordered the name of Adolphe H. Wen- 
zell removed from the Bureau of the Budget’s 
“complete” history of Diron-Yates? Who advised 
the President that the AEC in particular should 
make the contract? Who advised the President 
to “instruct” an agency which Congress had cre- 
ated independent of the executive branch? How 
did the Bureau ever erplain to the President 
Mr. Strauss’s statement that he did not know 
of Wenzell’s connection with the First Boston 
Corp. until it was disclosed in the Senate? Did 
the President reprimand any members of his 
Administration for the many blunders committed 
in the Diron-Yates case, and, if so, whom? 

Every one of these questions has to do with 
what went on in the executive department. 

The trouble is that, until such questions,are 
publicly answered, the extent and location of the 
damage that has been done within the Govern- 
ment by the Dixon-Yates imbroglio will not be 
known. The damage already done, furthermore, 
may be expected to continue causing still more 
damage until it is repaired. 

Chairman Strauss says Dixon-Yates “has not 
hurt the Government one iota,” but the facts 
hardly support this judgment. There is hurt in 
his own agency, the Atomic Energy Commission. 
The very integrity of its independence was chal- 
lenged by the President's executive order to sign 
the Dixon-Yates contract. Controversy has 
wracked the commission constantly and at times 
torn it apart; its attention has been distracted 
from more important matters that are its busi- 
ness. 

TVA has been damaged: its power to serve the 
region for which it is wholly responsible as a 
producer of electricity has been hobbled. Its 
board of directors has been divided into two 
armed camps. Its very existence is under threat. 

. . . 

The Securities and Exchange Commission, a 
quasi-judicial agency, has been put under a 
cloud. Two of its members sat in on AEC and 
White House conferences and advised what hur- 
dies in the Holding Company Act would have to 
be leapt in order to make Dixon-Yates legal. 
At Sherman Adams's request, SEC recessed its 
Dixon-Yates hearings three days while Con- 
gress passed legislation connected with Dixon- 
Yates which would have been adversely affected 
by the disclosure of Wenzell's dual role if the 
SEC hearings had continued uninterrupted. 

These facts raise serious question whether 
SEC is helping to shape programs on whose 
legality it may later have to sit in legal judg- 

ment, and whether SEC may again manipulate 
hearings to influence Congress. 

Full disclosure, which has been so desirable 
all along, now becomes indispensable to the 
trustworthy functioning of some of the most 
important agencies of Government.

From one standpoint the argument over send- 
ing Georgia Tech's football team to the Sugar 
Bowl was ridiculous and regrettable, but it cer- 
tainly provided an eye-opening case against the 
extreme segregationists.

The passing of Honus Wagner, the greatest 
shortstop of them all and maybe even the great- 
est baseball player of them all, is a reminder of 
how little the national game has changed com- 
pared with such games as football and basket- 
ball. Oh, they have tinkered a bit with the ball 
and tightened up the strike zone for the sake 
of the home-runs which are supposed to fill the 
park. But maybe the two biggest innovations are 
wearing the pants below the knee and playing 
under lights. All of which is to say that had 
Wagner started his career 30 years later than he 
did, he might have had even a fatter batting 
averge than his lifetime .329. 

We are of the diminishing number who saw 
Wagner rob opponents of plenty of hits when 
they thought they could drive the ball between 
second and third. That does not necessarily push 
us back into the gay ‘90s although it was then 
that Wagner started his twodecade career.

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Judge Collet’s Death and After 

Judge John Caskie Collet’s death is a most 
unfortunate blow to the federal judiciary. A 
native of Keytesville and an alumnus of West- 
minster College, Judge Collet showed enough 
promise as a young lawyer to be chosen for 
the Missouri Supreme Court while in his 30s. 
Eighteen years ago he was appointed a United 
States District Judge for Missouri and in 1947 
he was elevated to the Federal Court of Appeals 
for the Eighth Circuit. Now with eight years of 
service on that high court he has been retired 
by death at the age of 57. Not many men are 
able to compile an experience of a quarter cen- 
tury on the bench by their middle 50s. 

Judge Collet’s death takes the only Mis- 
sourian from the Court of Appeals which sits at 
St. Louis.

In view of the fact that Missouri produces the 
bulk of the litigation which is appealed to this 
court, the desirability of appointing a Missourian 
is not open to question. This is not because 
judgeships should go by states or by communi- 
ties, but because the work of courts is greatly 
facilitated through judges who are familiar with 
the legal and judicial traditions and practices 
that surround so much of the caseload. 

If President Eisenhower and Attorney General 
Brownell wish to recognize sterling service on 
the Federal bench in Missouri they should give 
the most sympathetic consideration to the eleva- 
tion of Chief Judge George H. Moore of the 
United States Court for Eastern Missouri. 

It is true that Judge Moore is 77 years old 
and that ordinarily his age would be enough to 
bar even consideration for promotion. But in the 
case of Judge Moore there is something that 
overrides age. 

This is Judge Moore’s outstanding perform- 
ance as the federal judge in charge of the grand 
jury investigations into the federal income tax 
scandals. We do not deprecate the service of 
any other jurist. Yet we think it only fair to 
say that Judge Moore’s insistence on the federal 
investigation, his continuation on ‘the course in 
the face of many obstacles and his recent suc- 
cesses after a delay of nearly three years stand 
out as a most unusual example of judicial service. 

Promotion of Judge Moore would not require 
him to leave the Internal Revenue investigation 
until that work is completed. But it would give 
him the recognition that is no more than his 
due. Meantime the White House could select a 
Republican for the district court vacancy. The 
Eisenhower Administration could only gain good 
will by a course so opportune and so meritorious.

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14 Years Ago 


It was a simple ceremony. 

First naval veterans assembled quietly on 
the platform of the sunken battleship Arizona, 
a little above the water level in Pearl Harbor. 
Then they went over to Ford Island, close by, 
where they dedicated a memorial to the men who 
lost their lives 14 years ago. For the Navy, 
Rear Adm. Olson, naval district commander, 
accepted the memorial. 

Yes, a simple ceremony and a reminder of 
an act of infamy that somehow seems to be 
receding into history. 

Yet no American should ever forget Dec. 7, 
1941. While Japanese diplomats were talking 
peace in Washington more than 100 Japanese 
airplanes roared over the United States Pacific 
fleet of 86 ships at anchor in Pearl Harbor. 
They sank the Arizona. They severely damaged 
the Oklahoma, the Nevada, the California, the 
West Virginia and three destroyers. They crip- 
pled the Pennsylvania, the Maryland, the Ten- 
nessee, the Helena, the Honolulu, and the Raleigh. 
They demolished 97 Army planes and 80 Navy 
planes. 

And here was the toll in service personnel. 

Navy—killed, 3077; missing, 1102; wounded, 
876. 

Army—killed, 226; wounded, 396. 

And yet there are those in Washington, in 
the Department of Defense and in Congress, 
who would cut back on men, equipment and 
facilities required for the security of the United 
States. As President Eisenhower and his advisers 
work out the defense budget one of the con- 
siderations ought to be, must be, Pearl Harbor. 
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Hickenlooper’s Hog Plan 

For 20 years, Republican campaign speeches 
have overflowed with salty tears for the murder 
of the little pigs. Remember? 

When the Roosevelt Administration came into 
office in 1933, it faced a genera! depression and 
a farm crisis. The farm crisis expressed itself, 
in part, in large supplies of farm products as 
compared with weakened consumer demand. One 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace's first ex- 
pedients was to try to cut down the hog crop by 
buying piggy sows and little pigs at premium 
prices, and slaughtering them.

Role in Educational TV 


He played a crucial role in bringing 
educational television to the city, serv- 
ing as acting chairman of the St. Louis 
Educational Television Commission dur- 
ing the months preceding the opening 
of Station KETC when the most press- 
ing of the project’s problems had to 
be solved. 

Last March he was named to the 13- 
member Educational Advisory Commit- 
tee of the U.S. Foreign Operations Ad- 
ministration. 

The son of a Boulder, Colo., clothing 
merchant, Father Reinert has two 
brothers who are also Jesuit educators. 

Father Carl Reinert is president of 
Creighton University at Omaha. Father 
James Reinert is assistant principal at 
St. Louis University High School. 

Two other brothers are associated 
with their father in the clothing busi- 
ness in Boulder 

Father Paul Reinert's four-earned de- 
grees cover Latin, philosophy, theology 
and education. He also holds honorary 
degrees from three other colleges and 
universities. 

His brain-power is matched by an 
equally impressive physique, another 
important qualification for anyone who 
would occupy the president's seat in 
today’s rugged educational world. 

A good relaxer, he can crowd enough 


rest into his six hours of sleep a night 
to keep him going. Strange as it now 
seems, Father Reinert was a virtual un- 
known beyond the walls of the univer- 
sity when he was named its president 
six and a half years ago. 

As Dean of the College of Arts and 
Sciences, the key spot in the univer- 
sity’s educational operation, he had ac- 
quired a detailed knowledge of the uni- 
versity and its, workings. 

His genius for administration and 
his training ‘he earned a Ph.D. in edu- 
cational administration at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago) had made Father Rein- 
ert one of the best deans in the uni- 
versity’s long history. 


Business Men Extend Help 


Father Reinert realized that the presi- 
dent’s job was too big for one man, no 
matter how well qualified, so he set 
out to get help. 

He first turned to the business com- 
munity, forming the President's Coun- 
cil, a group of high level St. Louis 
business and civic leaders interested in 
the university. 

Harry F. Harrington, president of the 
Boatmen's National Bank, was named 
first chairman of the Council. 

Under his leadership an executive 
board has been formed, with the ‘com- 
mittees of the board corresponding to 
administrative functions within the uni- 
versity: academic planning, public rela- 
tions, development, business and finance 
and campus planning. 

Father Reinert’s council now has 
about 50 members, meets five times a 
year formally. 

One measure of the value of their 
work is the fact that last year more 
than $1,000,000 was contributed to the 
university by business, alumni, parents 
and interested individuals. 

About three years ago he launched 
a gigantic self-study of the university 
with professors and deans spelling out 
where the university stands today edu- 
cationally and what it must have to 
maintain this position as its responsi- 
bilities grow in the years ahead. 


A ‘Bold and Daring’ Blueprint 


The product of their work ts the raw 
material for a “bold and daring” blue- 
print for the future development of the 
university. 

With the help of this blueprint, and 
the guidance of his council, Father 
Reinert is looking ahead a decade or 
more to the coming great test of pri- 
vate higher education across the nation 
when children of the 1940 population 
boom reach the campus. 

The result of his vision will be a pro- 
gram for the gradual development of 
the university's staff, facilities and cam- 
pus. 

At 45, Paul Reinert is one of the 
youngest university presidents in the 
United States. 

After six years of achievement in 
office, his faculty and fellow St. Louis- 
ans are also inclined to think he is one 
of the best.

Between Book Ends 


Adventurer V ith a Complex 


THE .SEA LARK, by Thomas Helm. (A. A. Wyn, 

253 pgs., $3.50.) 

One of the most heavily “loaded” 
and perhaps over-rated words in the 
language is adventure. Sometimes it 
conjures up images of exciting places 
and occurrences. Then again it calls to 
mind cruel, blood-curdling and {fool- 
hardy experiences that seem contrary 
to nature. 

Struggling in a totally dark cave 
against a horde of fierce bats ripping 
one’s skins to shreds — Adventure’? 
Writhing on the ocean floor with an 
octopus tenacle around one’s neck and 
out of breath—Adventure? Trapped by 
high water in an isolated cabin during 
a storm, bludgeoning desperately at 
hundreds of jungle rats—Adventure? 

These are but a few of the dramas 
which have involved Thomas Helm and 
which he relates in his book, “The Sea 
Lark.” Though the episodes are com- 
petently told and make absorbing read- 
ing, they reflect a distortion of life. 
Undertakings which deliberately invite 
such brutal experiences appear irration- 
al and irresponsible to this reader, a sort 
of slow motion Russian roulette. 

To some extent, the book dates back 
to the Pearl Harbor attack. On thet 
date, author Helm officially shot down 
an enemy Zero with a Springfield rifle, 
but had most of his left hand blown off. 
After the war, he struggles with this 
handicap physically and psychologically 
and finally agrees to a Caribbean voy- 
age on a 47-foot schooner in order to 
face both problems squarely. 

This inward and outward struggle 
and in the manner in which Helm con- 
fronts it supplies tension down to the 
book’s final pages. We witness the re- 
sourceful improvisations. of the author 
as he seeks to overcome his physical 
handicap, the painful rallies he makes 
te fend off his alternate inferiority and 
persecution complexes. 

Helm and a companion set sail from 
Tampa, their schooner loaded with an 
outrageous collection of battered equip- 
ment. In the course of 5000 nautical 
miles and eight months, they harpoon 
a manta ray, get caught in the “eye” of 
a hurricane, find a skeleton and a casta- 
way, fight bats, wild pigs, big-cats, a 
“croc,” a shark and a boa constrictor; 
get drawn into a bog, a fog and a water 
spout. 

Helm makes some unoriginal obser- 
vations about survival under primitive 
circumstances— “. . . the fox catches 
the bird and the ocelot catches the 
fox.” In this cycle, “The Sea Lark” and 
part of its crew play the role of bird 
before the cruise ends. Helm’s sea part- 
ner and close friend, Ed Booth. con- 
tracts malaria. Then, on the way home, 
“The Sea Lark” gets dashed onto a 
coral reef, breaks up and sinks. But the 
risks and losses were not in vain says 
Thomas Helm. He has found himself.

For what the Soviet Union is 
able to offer is not unly compe- | 
tition with us in the supply of | 
capital -- but also no call on 
their part for an alignment with | 
their military system. Even if 
we offer more capital than they 
do, they will appear to be of- 
fering their capital at a lower 
political price. 

Nor must we suppose that 
these weak countries will not be 
interested because they fear 
Communism. They will think 
that by keeping the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States bid- 
ding against one another, they 
will have created a local bal- 
ance of power which protects 
them 

The immediate question in 
Washington seems to be wheth- 
er to cut down or to increase 
the appropriations for foreign 
aid. It would. so it seems to me, 
be a monumental folly to re- 
duce the appropriations. It is 
most desirable that they should 
be increased 

But unless there is also a re- 
appraisal of our politica) and 
military policies in Southern 
Asia, as these policies relate 
to armaments and alliances, and 
to the neutralism of these coun- 
tries, the extra money we ap- 
propriate will not make much 
difference.

Presents Commendable Pro- 
gram But Control Is Un- 
steady at Times.

Martha Deatherage, soprano, 
was soloist last night for the 
season's second concert given at 
the Wednesday Club under aus- 
pices of the Artist Presentation 
Society. She presented a com- 
mendable program Bach, 
lieder by Schubert, Brahms 
and Hugo Wolf, the “Pace, pace 
mio Dio” aria of Verdi, the four 
“Prose Lyriques” of Debussy 
and a group of contemporary 
American songs 

The voice brought to all of 
the foregoing may be best des- 
cribed as a dramatic soprano, 
It is one that is more consistent 
in power than it is in sheer 
beauty in all ranges. And last 
evening at least it was not a 
controlled voice at all dynamic 


of 


levels. It was particularly un- 
steady in the opening “Only 
3leed” and “I Follow Thee,” 


respectively from Bach's St. 
Matthew and St. John passions. 
The melodic skips in the latter 
call for considerably more cone 
trol than was evidenced. 

But even in these rather un- 
comfortable selections for 
warm-ups the singer displayed 
a musicianly approach to her 
art, and a most pleasing stage 
presence. Of the lieder, Wolf's 


almost painfully lovely “Blu- 
mengruss’ was the high spot. 
The Verdi aria from “La Forza 
de Destino” was by its nature, 
the program's best display of 
dramatic temperament. At the 
close there seemed to be a 


slight alteration in the original 
melodic lines, made perhaps as 
an accommodation to this voice. 

The Debussy songs for the 
most part had appropriate ten- 
derness and expressiveness. Miss 
Deatherage's contemporary 
group included songs by Paul 
Nordoff, Paul Bowles and Kent 
Kennan, There were two en- 
cores.

HARRIMAN CALLED 
TAMMANY CANDIDATE 


Hagerty Calls Governor 
First Presidential Hope 
of New York Machine, 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., Dec. 7 
(AP)—White House Press Sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty des- 
cribed New York Gov. Averell 
Harriman today as the first man 
in history to be “nominated” 
for the Presidency by Tammany 
Hall. 

Hagerty spoke out at a press 
conference when asked if he 
had any comment on Harri- 
man’s attack on Administration 
foreign policy in an address to 
the combined AFL and CIO in 
New York yesterday. 

Making it plain he was speak- 
ing for himself and not neces- 
sarily for the President, Hager- 
ty replied: 

“For a man who isn’t a can- 
didate it seems to me very sur- 
prising that he (Harriman) al- 
lows himself to be put in a 
candidate’s position by the lead- 
er of Tammany Hall, 

“That is the first time I’ve 
heard—as far as I’ve known in 
the history of our country—of 
letting Tammany Hall nominate 
someone as a candidate for 
President.” 

Harriman has expressed will- 
ingness to accept the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination 
next year. Tammany

The Rapid Progress 
Of Farming in U.S. 


By Leonard Hall 


MERICA moves fast and nowhere faster than in 


: world’s wisest men, Benjamin Franklin, said: “So 

. vast is the territory of America that it will require 
: many ages to settle 
it fully.” Yet when 
I first went to farm- 
ing after World War 
I there had been no 
real land frontier 
within the bound- 
aties of the United 
States for 50 years 
and we were culti- 
vating and grazing 
about the same num- 
ber of acres that we 
are today. Some idea 
of what has hap- 
pened to the efficien- 
cy of agriculture 
since them is shown 
by the fact that in 
1965 we. are feeding 
160,000,000 people 
from the same land 
area which fed 106,- 
000,000 just 35 years 
ago. 

There are other indications that farming has kept 
pace with science, industry and commerce in America. 
During World War II, with the same number of acres 
of land and a vastly smaller labor force than ever 
before, we made a permanent increase of food and 
fiber production amounting to more than 40 per cent. 
This means that today we are feeding the people of 
America on a better, more plentiful and more varied 
diet than ever before. More than that; we ere fur- 
nishing this food at a lower cost than anywhere else 
in the world today. You spend less time working, in 
other words, to supply your family with a steak, pound 
of bacon, quart of milk, pound of butter or glass of 
orange juice than in any other land, This fact is 
sometimes obscured, I think, by the increased pressure 
on the consumer’s spendable dollar which is exerted 
-* by the vast array of gadgets we've come to look upon 
as necesaities of living. 


* 

THIS 18 A FACT which is sometimes difficult to 
keep in perspective, but let’s go back a few years. 
When I went to that first farm 35 years ago it did not 
seem old-fashioned to polish the chimneys of kerosene 
lamps as part of the daily chore. Electricity had come 
into fairly general use in cities, but out in rural Amer- 
ica only one farm in 15 had “lights” and most of 
these were in the wealthiest farm communities and 
consisted of gas from a carbide tank or feeble bulbs 
powered by a home lighting plant. This meant out- 
door plumbing, a washtub and scrubbing board, a wood 
range in the kitchen, a hand-turned cream separator 
and a spring-house for keeping the milk cold. Even 
in cities the electric Washing machine and dryer, food 
freezer, electric refrigerator and range and the elec- 
tric iron had hardly been dreamed of.

When we went out that first season to work with the 
threshing ring, ours was the only wagon out of the 
dozen used for hauling bundles to the machine which 
was pulled by a tractor. Today all those teams are 
gone—and even the old custom of threshing, for now 
the grain is harvested.in the field by the tractor-drawn 


combine.

THE SAME THING has happened in the crops we 
raise; the improved legumes and pasture grasses, hy- 
brid seed corn, better varieties of small grain treated 
to prevent rust and other disease: the terraces which 
keep our land from washing and lime and fertilizer to 
increase the yield. More power and fewer hands turn 
out an ever-increasing abundance of food and fiber 
on the farms of America.

COMPLAINT that often reaches me comes from the 
A mothers of half-grown children: “He, (or she) talks 
back to me.” Usually this means that the mother 
made a sharp criticism of the child, gave him a sharp com- 
me mand, showed exaspera- 
tion; the child replied in 
the same tone with the 
same feeling. We so often 
forget the soft answer that 
turns away wrath, and in- 
stead speak wrathfully and 
provoke wrath. 

Parents, like teachefs, 
need to practice dramatics, 
learn some of the tricks of 
that art. They eome in 
al very handy at times. Set 
jet LE eS the stage for the mood 

~ANGELO PATRI that is needed. It means 
more than the arrangement of a room, and that counts, 
remember. It means setting the atmosphere by arranging 
the fact, attuning the voice, using the right gesture. A 
smile, a gentle friendly tone, a loving gesture will create 
such an atmosphere that harsh words die on the lips and 
the mood that bred them changes. 
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x * * 

THERE ARE TIMES in every family when even the 
smoothest tone and the gentlest manners do not prevent an 
explosion of youthful wrath. Maybe things have gone 
wrong at school, or among associates, or small brother or 
sister has offended past bearing. When this happens, try 
silence. Not the silence charged with resentment but the 
kind that sends out messages of sympathetic understand- 
ing, that says, “I know how you feel and I'm sorry.” That 
silence is healing, soothing and prevents wrath from boiling 
over. 

Silence is needed in homes with children as a means 
of restraint, discipline, good manners and for the healing 
of wounded feelings. It is needed to give tired fathers 
and mothers brief respite. It is needed for the comfort of 
the spirit.

A GOOD WAY to sandwich in a degree of this healing 
influence is to set aside a brief period of time as Silent 
Time, or Grownup’s Time, when the children are trained to 
go quietly about their business, reading or studying or play- 
ing quietly, in a room apart from their elders. This will 
calm the children, and they need that, and allow their par- 
ents a moment of relief. 

Dr. Johnstone, of whose work with retarded children 
I have so often spoken, used to have what he termed “Quiet 
Hour.” Teachers and children hushed their voices, tread 
softly when they moved, relaxed in silence as much as pos- 
sible. The effect on the children, so easily overtired, so 
easily excited beyond their control, was magical. Silenee 
intelligently used can be a wonderful help to parents and 
teachers.

Reporter's Story of Arrival Just as Japanese Attacked Pearl Harbor 14 Years Ago Today 


Fourteen years ago today, 
the writer, a member of the 
- Post-Dispatch staff, was en 
route from San Francisco to 
Cairo, Egypt, on assignment 
for the Associated Press, 
when he became involved in 
one of the biggest stories of 
his or any other generation— 
the bombing of Pearl Harbor. 
The accompanying story of 
his experiences is from the 
book, “Reporting to Remem- 
ber,” published by the Asso- 
ciated Press.

T WAS about 8 o'clock, the 

morning of Dec. 7, 1941, and. 

time for breakfast on our 
little passenger steamer, the 
Dutch Jagersfontein. We were 
coming along even with Dia- 
mond Head, the steep brown 
promontory that juts up from 
the glittering blue Pacific and 
means Hawaii to travelers herd- 
ed west. 


"Four of us sat down at a ta- 
ble, commenting of the fine- 
ness of the day, and little 
brown, doll-like Javanese wait- 
ers, one after another, came up 
with coffee and bacon and eggs. 

Coffee had just been poured 
when we heard the rumbling of 
distant explosions that seemed 
to come from the direction of 
Diamond Head. They were not 
very loud and didn’t cause a 
ripple of commotion or anxiety 
in that pleasant little ship's 
dining room, 


The explosions continued at 
shortening intervals and soon a 
nurse sitting opposite me asked 
quietly, “What do you suppose 
that is?” 


“They're propably blasting 
for fortifications,” I ventured, 
remembering all the radio news 
we had heard about the height- 
ening tension. The last. news- 
paper we had seen, Dec. 1 in 
San Francisco, carried this ban- 
nerline in studhorse’_ type: 
“Singapore Prepares for War!” 

The thunder kept on rolling 
across the water from Oahu, 
but nobody went up to investi- 
gate. Breakfast was more im- 
portant. 

We would be tied up at a 
Honolulu pier in about an hour. 
The night before—Saturday— 
the passengers had been told 
for tne first time that the ship 
would stop briefly at Honolulu, 
and that we could go ashore for 
a while. 

After breakfast I went below 
to do some writing t hadn't 
even opened my _ typewriter 
when another passenger called 
out: “Come on up and see the 
show.” 

The sky was a spectacle of 
war, like a Sunday*supplement 
“artist's conception.” Many 
planes were up, flying in all 
directions. Some were in small 
formations and some were div- 
ing. Anti-aircraft puffs speckled 
the sky. Huge plumes of black 
smoke billowed and tilted with 
the wind from the region of 
Pearl Harbor. There was a fury 
of sound close up as we eased 
ahead, in all innocence, toward 
Honolulu’s Pier 9, the dock long 
famous for “Aloha” farewells 
and beautiful brown maidens, 
garlanded with leis.

ROM anti - aircraft guns 
F ashore, we saw tongues of 

flame lash out, saw Navy 
men pushing more and more 
shells into them — as if they 
really meant business. 

We saw warships firing; na- 
val officers on a nearby tower 
with binoculars looked uncom- 
monly serious. 

The prevailing impression was 
that the Navy, sensing the gen- 
eral tenseness of the Pacific 
situation, was staging a gigantic 
set of war games. 

Something. whistled over our 
heads—it must have been an 
anti-aircraft dud—and the nurse 
decided to draw on my experi- 
ence, then fresh, of the Lon- 
don “blitz,” which I had seen 
from the beginning. 

“Doesn't that sound like the 
real thing?” . 

“Yes'm,” I replied, “it cer- 
tainly does.” 

It seemed odd that the Navy 
would make its war exercise so 
realistic, including all that 
smoke rising from Pearl Har- 
bor, but, we reasoned, the Navy 
usually does things very thor- 
oughly. 

Ah, the Navy! Only a week 
before, a wise newspaper friend 
in San Francisco had told me: 
“If the Japs really do want to 
commit race suicide by starting 
a war with us, the American 
Navy can wipe out their fleet 
in six weeks.” 

A man on the other side of 
the deck shouted with gay en- 


thusiasm, “Hey. come over 
here.” 
There in the distance were

smoke. 

A moment later something 
big and heavy plunked into the 
water about 200 or 300 feet 
astern of our ship, and my volu- 
ble companion sighed with re- 
lief: “Boy! What if that had 
been a real one?” 


A little Siamese man stood 
at the rail, looked up at the 
maneuvering planes and won- 


dered aloud: ‘“What~ nation- 
ality?” 

A woman beside him almost 
sneered: “Nationality! Ameri- 


can, of course ”’

Y 10 am. we were docked 
Banc all passengers Were or- 

dered into the ship's main 
lounge. The radio was blaring 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 
Passengers stood around and 
asked each other what it was 
all about. 

Shortly an agent of the ship- 
ping line came aboard and into 
the lounge and called for atten- 
tion. He was wearing the usual 
natty summer clothing of Hono- 
lulu, carrying a straw hat, 
sweating hard, and he was pale. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” he 
started uneasily, “it seems that 
there is a state of war be- 
tween Honolulu and the United 
States.” 

He had flubbed his line, and 
by then it was clear. He went 
on without correcting himself, 
with a shaking voice: “Japanese 
planes have been attacking 
Pearl Harbor. ... You may go 
ashore in groups of 15. Each 
group should appoint a leader 
to check back with the ship 
every hour.” 

The lounge radio came up 


again, with ‘the excited voice 
of a man saying huskily, “Don’t 
get excited, folks. Keep calm. 
We're in good shape. No need 
for anybody to get excited. 
We're in good shape.” Then 
“The Star Spangled Banner” 
again, over and over. 


We hurried ashore. By then 
the raid was over, but anti- 
aircraft guns were still going 
strong nearby, and it was hard 
to tell whether the noise meant 
bombs or not. 


We walked toward the Alex- 
ander Young Hotel, and as we 
went through a park there was 
a deafening round of fire. In- 
stinctively dashing in search of 
shelter we chose, of all things 
the shade of a palm. A trem- 
bling hand caught hold of my 
forearm. 


The firing subsided and we 
walked on. People were run- 
ning, apparently aimlessly; cars 


were speeding through the 
palm-lined streets. As we ap- 
proached an intersection two 


ears crashed; the accident got 
only passing attention. 

I hurried to the Honolulu 
bureau of The Associated Press. 
Eugene Burns, then in charge, 
was so flabbergasted and under- 
Standably suspicious that he 
asked to sce my passport be- 
fore accepting my identity. 


Censorship had already closed 
down, and my first story didn’t 
get out until the following 
Thursday. 

Burns, by fast work, had com- . 
pleted two telephone calls to 
San Francisco before barriers ' 
were set up.

Sparkling Tree Trimmings

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AN EYE-CATCHING SUGGESTION FOR CHRISTMAS 


ERE are ideas for making a 
H mew kind of sparkling tree 

trimming, from _ reflective 
tape. The tape is the well- 
known safety kind, used on the 
bumpers of cars and on bicycle 
fenders because it has a won- 
derful ability to become bright- 
ly visible when the light catches 


This eye-catching reflection 
of light promises fascinating ef- 
fects for a tree, and changing 
ones as you move in relation to 
the tree and the light. 


* . . 

THE TAPE comes in red so 
shiny-bright it's Christmas- 
cheery against evergreenery, 
even if it isn’t reflective. It’s 
backed by a paper strip to pro- 
tect its strong adhesive. For 
the loop ornament at top left 
the paper backing is left on a 
léngth of tape and stripped 
from an equal length. The 
stripped length is applied to the 
paper-backed length so red 


shows on both sides, and the 
paper backing gives the orna- 
ment the stiffness it needs. 
You'll think of many ways to 
form double-faced ornaments, 
perhaps with bits cut from a 
curly golden scouring pad, 
which makes the little topknot 
on this one.

OTHER DESIGNS. sketched 
which start with double-faced 
lengths of tape or the little 
shower of bells and the string 
of circles. For the string of 
circles, run a thread between 
the backs and fronts so the 
string is ready to hang. 

The stars are also red on both 
sides, but this time, a single 
length of tape with half the 
backing off is folded lengthwise. 
Points are creased, and could 
be in shapes other than stars. 
Then to make the tape go a 
long way, ornament shapes such 
as the boot and the Christmas 
stocking are cut from paper 


and dots and strips of tape are 
applied. The red polka dot 
stocking here is made of shiny 
white shelf paper and the boot 
of gold metallic paper. The pa- 
pers should be pasted back-to- 
back and the tape trim applied 
to both sides.

Chestnut 
Dessert 
Recipe 


By Edith M. Barber 


HANGES in food supplies 

have been generally advan- 

tageous throughout the years. 
There is one sad note, however. 
That is the blight that destroyed 
practically all of those towering 
chestnut trees with their lovely 
foliage and the small sweet nuts 
that grew wild in so many sec- 
tions of the country. 

After the first fall frost we 
could hardly wait for Satur- 
days to go chestnuting. Not all 
of the farmers were too glad 
to see us, but we had some 
friends among them who would 
allow us to gather the fallen 
nuts and to eat our lunches in 
the groves. 

Usually there were plenty of 
the nuts to fill our bags and 
baskets. These were taken 
home and roasted over an open 
fire in a heavy skillet or shaken 
over the range. We had learned 
that it was worth while to cut 
through the shell so the nuts 
would not burst. This was un- 
necessary when the nuts were 
boiled. 

Some of the nuts were always 
saved to mix with the stuffing 
for the Thanksgiving or Christ- 
mas turkey. While the Ameri- 
can nuts will probably never 
come back, we are getting more 
and more of the large “French” 
chestnuts that may come from 
Italy, Spain or Portugal. These 
are sweet, probably better than 
those that we remember in our 
childhood. 

Chestnut Dessert. 

Two pounds chestnuts; one 
quart milk; one-fourth teaspoon 
salt; one cup sugar; one cup 
heavy cream; one-fourth cup 


confectioners sugar: one tea- 
spoon vanilla; grated sweet 
chocolate. 


Boil chestnuts in water 10 
minutes. Drain, shell and 
scrape. Combine with milk, 
salt and sugar and cook over 
hot water until tender. Drain 
and put through ricer. Place 
in mound on plate and spread 
with sweetened whipped cream.

MEXICO CITY. 

F there is ever a Mother of 

the Year contest in Mexico, 

certainly the matriarch of the 
remarkable Fernandez family 
ought to be 
nominated. For 
the Fernandez 
story is the 
Horatio Alger 
theme on a 
p rodigious 
scale.

Emilio, the oldest, is Mexi- 
co's leading motion picture di- 
rector. Three of his brothers 
are actors. Fernando and Lili 
are singers.

For the rest, there are 
two models, a successful busi- 
ness man, a banker and one 
housewife. 


The family is 9999-100 per 
cent Aztec Indian, Rogelio, one 
of the acting Fernandezes, says 
proudly. Their father, now 
dead, was a poor soldier and 
Rogelio and his brothers and 
sisters grew up on frijoles and 
tortillas—black beans and hand 
ground corn cakes—with lots 
of chile. This is what Aztecs 
have eaten for more than 3000 
years and medern laboratories 
have only recently discovered 
that it is a complete diet even 
to all the necessary vitamins. 
The children had little meat 
and never missed it. As for 


butter, they used to believe 
parrots went mute when fed it.

MOTHER FERNANDEZ, who 
has silver-fox hair, great dark 
eyes and a proud, erect carri- 
age, made all her children’s 
clothes when they were little, 
ground the corn for their tor- 
tillas and managed somehow to 
find time not only to teach 
them to read, write and spell 
but to develop their interest in 
the arts. Their father, who was 
in the cavalry, taught them to 
ride, box, play baseball and to 
be self-reliant.

When he was eight, he ran away 
because his father had mis-

Scampering about are a pack of 
white dogs with pink eyes, a 
rare type which Emilio breeds 
as a hobby.

I ASKED ROGELIO to define 
a Mexican. He replied: “A Mexi- 
can often has very little, works 
very hard for his family and 
suffers much.” Another ac- 
quaintance said, “We're differ- 
ent and we should respect what 
we are, not to try to imitate. 
Imitation is always bad; an 
original, however simple, has 
value.” 

Perhaps the Mexican best re- 
veals himself by his behavior on 
the eve of his most important 
anniversary, Sept. 16. Then, 
everybody from the President 
down goes out into the open 
and shouts the words that 
launched the rebellion against 
Spanish colonial rule 145 years 
ago: “Long Live the Virgin of 
Guadalupe! Long Live Inde- 
pendence! Death to the gachu- 
pines!” (slang for Spaniards.)
